Two 
persons, were killed and over thirty 
injured. The train was running at full 
speed, and was about ten minutes late. 
It had just passed the town and was 
rounding a curve when' the track 
spread. 
The private car of President 


W. R. McKean. which was in the rear, 
jumped the track. This was followed 
by the parlor car, then the ladies' car. 
All went off the track, the two rear 
cars going down the embankment ten 
feet before the train could be stopped. 
The smoker left the track, but did not 
go over. The two rear cars caught 
fire, but were extinguished when the 
work of rescue began. 


A man died soon after being taken 


from :he car. In his pocket were found 
letters indicating that his name was 
John W. Norton, the manager of a St. 
Louis theater. He was carried, to a 
Bchoolhouse unconscious and 
lived 


about twenty minutes. 
He did not 


speak. Mrs. S. W. Towers, Carthage, 
Mo., was carried from the-car, and died 
while beinij- taken to the schoolhouse. 
The injured were carried up the em- 
bankment to houses on the north side 
of the track. Soon the townspeople 
and physicians gathered to give as- 
sistance.

was on the train, and was hurt about 
the back and face. 
He was coming to

The dis- 
patch. -which is said to "be very cordial 
in tone, indicates that Mexico is thor- 
oughly incensed against Guatemala., 
and can only assent to a peaceable set- 
tlement of the dispute when Guatemala 
approaches the subject in a more con- 
ciliatory spirit. 


It appears that Mexico is averse to 


submitting- the boundary matter to 
arbitration, claiming that 'the Guate- 
malan claim is of such a preposterous 
character that it can not he enter- 
tained. , Minister Mariseal. however, 
intimates that if the claim is material- 
ly modified Mexico mig-ht leave the 
question of the damages she sustained 
to friendly arbitration. It is under- 
stood that Secretary Gresham has ad- 
vised Guatemala to make further con- 
cessions, in order that the* United 
State may be in a better position to re- 
iterate to Mexico her desire to pre- 
serve peace with possibly a little more 
emphasis. 


Ex-Go v. Gray, of Indiana, minister 


of the United States at Mexico, who 
has been here to confer with the presi- 
dent about the Guatemalan-Mexican 
difficulty, thinks that the 
pending- 


trouble will be settled by arbitration. 
Mr. Gray left for Mexico Monday even- 
ing1, g-oing- by way of Indianapolis.

President Cleveland Asks for 


an Adequate Bond Issue. 


Relief for the Menacing Monetary 


Condition of Our Country Wanted. 


Notes to the Amount of S500.OOO,- 


OOO Should Be Converted Into 


Bonds and Canceled. 


We Are Confronted With "» Grave Threat 


tit the HantU'of Foreign Gold;. Specu- 


lator*— Let ; Partisanship Be Forgot- 


ten In, Prompt Provisloni for 


the Nation's Need*. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 29.—The president 


sent to both houses of congress-Monday 
a message on the financial situation as 
follows: 
. . -. 
• 


In my last annual message I commended to 


the serious consideration of the congress the 
condition of national finances, and in connec- 
tion with the subjects indorsed the plan of 
currency legislation-which at that time seemed 
to lurnish protection against Impending dan- 
ger. This plan has not tieen approved by the 
congress. In the meantime the situation has 
so changed and the emergency now appears so 
threatening that I deem It my'duty to ask at 
the hands of the legislative branch of the gov- 
ernment such prompt and effective action as 
will restore confidence in our financial sound- 
ness and avert business disaster and universal 
distress among our people, 


"Whatever may bo the merits of the plan out- 


lined in my annual message as a remedy for Ills 
then existing and as a safeguard against the 
depletion of the gold reserve then in the treas- 
ury, I nra now convinced that its'feeeption by 
the congress and our present advanced stage 
of financial perplexity necessitate additional 
or different legislation. 
With natural resources unlimited In variety 


and productive strength, and with a people 
whose activity and enterprise seek only a fair 
opportunity to achieve national success and 
greatness, our progress should not be checked 
by a false ftnanoinl policy-and a heedless dis- 
regard of Bound monetary laws, nor should the 
timidity and fear which they engender stand In 
the way of our prosperity. 


It is hardly disputed that this predicament 


confronts us to-day. Therefore, no one in any 
degree responsible for the making and execu- 
tion of laws should fail to see patriotic 'duty 
in honestly and sincerely attempting to re- 
lieve the situation.. Manifestly this effort will 
not succeed unless It is mndo' untrammeled by 
the prejudice of partisanship and with a stead- 
fast determination to resist the temptation to 
accomplish party advantages. 


We may well remember that if we ore threat- 


ened with financial difficulties all our people 
in every station of life are concerned; and 
surely those who suffer will not receive the 
promotion of party Interests as an excuse for 
permitting our present troubles to advance to 
a disastrous conclusion. It is also of the ut- 
most importance that we approach the study 
of the problems presented as free as possible 
from the tyranny of preconceived opinions, 
to the end that in a common danger we may 
bo able to seek with unclouded vision a 
safe and reasonable protection. 
The . real 


trouble which confronts us consists In a lack 
of confidence, widespread and constantly in- 
creasing, in the continuing ability or dispoei-. 
lion of the government to. pay Its obligations 
in sold. This lack of confidence grows to some 
extent out of the palpable and apparent em- 
barrassment attending the efforts of the govr 
ernment under existing laws to procure gold, 
and to a greater extent out o' the impossibility 
of either keeping it in the treasury or cancel- 
ing obligations by its expenditure after it is 
obtained. 


The only way left open to the government 


for procuring gold is by the issue and sale of 
its bonds. The only., bonds that can be so 
Issued 'Were authorized nearly twenty-five 
years ago, and aro not well calculated to meet 
our 
present 
needs, 
Among other disad- 


vantages they are made payable in coin 
instead of specifically in gold, which In exist- 
ing conditions detracts largely and in an 
Increasing ratio from their desirability as in- 
vestments. 
It is by no means certain-that 


bonds of this description can much longer 
be disposed of at, a price creditable to the. 
financial 
character 
of 
our government. 


The most dangerous and irritating- feature 
of the situation, however, remains to be 
mentioned. It is found in the means by 
which the treasury is despoiled of the gold thus 
obtained without canceling a single govern- 
ment obligation and solely for the benefit of 
those who find profit in shipping it abroad or 
whose fears induce them to hoard it at home. 
Wu have outstanding about five hundred mil- 
lions of currency notes of the government, for 
whiuh gold may be demanded, and curiously 
enough the law requires that when they are 
presented and in fact redeemed and paid in 
gold, they shall be re-issued. 
Thus the same 


notes may do ^uty several times in drawing 
gold from the treasury: nor cnn the process be 
arrested us long as private parties for profit or 
otherwise see au advantage in repeating the 
operation. 


More than $300.000,000 iu these notes has al- 


ready been redeemed in gold and, notwith- 
standing such redemption, they aro still out- 
standing. Since January 17, 189-!, our bonded 
Interest-bearing-debt has been increased £100,- 
000,000 for the purpose of obtaining gold to re- 
plenish our coin reserve. Two issues were 
made, amounting to £50,000,000 each—one In 
January and the other in November. As a re- 
sult of the first issue there was realized some- 
thing more than $.18,000,000 in gold. 


Between that issue and the succeeding one 


:n November, comprising a period of about 10 
•nonths, nearly S10H,000,000 in gold was drawn 
Irom the treasury. 
This made the second 


issue necessary, and upon that more than $58.'- 
100,000 In gold '.ves again realized. Between the 
date of this second issue and the present time, 
covering a period of only-about ^wo months, 
more than $69,000,000 in gold has been drawn 
rom the treasury. These large sums of gold 
were expended without any cancellation of 
government obligations or in any permanent 
way beuoflttlng our people or improving our 
pecuniary situation. 


The financial events of the past year sug- 


gests facts and conditions which should cer- 
,ainly arrest attention. More than $1T2,000.000 
n gold has been drawn out of the treasury 
during the year for the purpose of shipment 
abroad or hoarding at home. 


While nearly $103.000,000 of this amount was 


drawn out during the first three months of the 
year a sum aggregating more than two-thirds 
of that amount, being about $69,000,000, was 
drawn out during the following two months, 
thus indicating a marked acceleration of 
ho depleting process, with the lapse of 
line. 
It will hardly do to say that a simple in- 


crease of revenue will cure our troubles. The 
ipprchension now existing and constantly In- 
creasing as to our financial ability does not 
rest upon a calculation of our revenue. The 
time has passed when the eyes of Investors 
abroad and our people at home were fixed 
upon 
the 
revenues of the 
goverument.

our financial and currency arrangements. 


Besides the treasury notes, which certainly 


should be paid in gold, amounting to nearly 
$500,000,000, there will fall due !n 1«H £100,000.000 
of bonds, issued during the last year, for which 
ve have received gold, and in 1907 nearly 1600,- 
XX>,000 of 4 j»r cent, bonds, issued in 1877. Shall 


payment of these pbliirations in gold b« 


repudiated? It they are to be paid in such l 
manner as the preservation of our nationa 
honor and national solvency 
demands we 


should not destroy or even_imperil • our ability 
to supply ourselves with gold for that purpose. 


While 1 am not unfriendly to silver, while'. 


desire to'see it recognized to such an extent ai 
•is consisted wilh financial safety and the 
preservation of national honor and credit, I am 
not willing to see'gold entirely banished from 
our currency and finances. .-To avert such i 
consequence I believe ti-orough and radica 
remedial legislation"1 should 
be promptly 


passed. 
In my opinion the secretary of the treasury 


.itiould be authorized to issuebondsof the gov- 
ernment forchepurpose of procuring and main- 
taining a sufficient, gold reserve and the re- 
demption and cancellation of the United States 
legal tender notes and the treasury notes 
used for the purchase of silver under the law 
of July 14, IS'JO. We should "tie relieved from 
tho uumiliaticg process of issuing bonds to 
procure gold to be immediately and repeat- 
edly drawn out on .these obligations for pur- 
poses uot related^ to the benefit of our -gov- 
ernment or people, Tie principal and interes 
of these bonds should b«£payable; on their face 
in gold, because they should bo.sold only for 
gold or its representative and, because' there 
would now probably' be difficulty in favorably 
disposing of bonds not containing this stipuia- 
laiion. I suggest that the bonds be Issued in 
denominations of S20-and $50 and their mul- 
tiples and that they bear interest at .a rate no' 
exceeding three per cent, per'annum.

50 years from their date. , We of the presen1 
generation 'have 'large, amounts to pay if w.e 
meet our obligations,' and long bon'ds are mos 
saleable.

While the cancellation of these notes would 


not relieve us from the obligations already in- 
curred on their account, these, figures are giv- 
en by way of suggesting that their existence 
has not been free from interest charges, and 
that the longer they are outstanding, judging 
from the experience of the last year, the more 
expensive they will become. 


In conclusion I desire to frankly confess my 


reluctance to issuing more bonds in present 
circumstances and with no better results than 
have lately followed that course. I can not 
however, refrain from adding to an assurance 
ol my anxiety to co-operate with the present 
congress'in any reasonable measure of relief, 
an expression-ef- my determination to leave 
nothing undone which furnishes a hope for im- 
proving the situation or checking a suspicion 
of our disinclination or disability to meet with 
the strictest honor every national obligation.

A Bill Introduced in the House In line With 


the President's Kecommenilattous. 


WASHINGTON. Jan. "29.—Chairman 


Springer, of the banking and currency 
committee of the house, has introduced 
a bill to carry into effect the recom- 
mendations of the president's message 
as follows!

act to authorize the refunding of the national 
debt."

. PRODUCTION OF BLUE ROSES. 


Only to Be iteacbcd 'toy " Process of Coo 
• - 
tlnnon* Variation and Selection. 


A well-known naturalist recently 


wrote: 4TWe may have a-yellow rose 
but it is pretty well^ agreed that if we 
ever see a blue one It will be by a proc- 
ess of continuous variation and selec- 
tion." 
By this, says" Youth's Com- 


panion, it is meant that if a blue rose 
is ever produced from a'red variety, for 
instance, the change will not be a sud- 
den one, a- leap from one color to the 
other, but the result of a gradual pro- 
gression through a series of steps lead- 
ing regularly from red to blue. 


In fact, it has been found that both 


plants and animals exhibit a tendency 
' toward a definite -succession of colors 
and certain colors have been regarded 
as representing higher stages of evolu- 
tion than others. The change toward 
these "higher" colors are usually con- 
tinuous, and require a. series of varia- 
tions.while, on )he other hand, instances 
of sudden reversion to "lower" colors 
are .not common, 
. . 


Red is. regarded .as a higher color, in 


this sense, than yellow. . The yellow 
primrose sometimes varies to red, bin1 
the change is never sudden or discontin 
uous because it is a.change in the di 
rection of progression. But' from rec 
toi yellow the change sometimes occurs 
by a jump, so to speak, because it is 
going backward. 
The V same tiling 


seems to apply in the case'of birds 
Bed and green species of birds may 
vary to yellow, but the utmost efforts 
of breeders to. produce red canaries 
from yellow ones have only resulted in 
an orange hue. 


Although there is no relation appar 


ent between the two phenomena, yet 
it is interesting, in connection with 
this subject, to recall the fact that 
among the stars certain colors appear 
to characterize different 
stages" of 


.change, or evolution. 
Red stars, ac- 


cording to the testimony of the spec- 
troscope, differ widely in. their consti- 
tution from white or yellow ones, anc 
it has been thought that varying color 
may give a clew to progressive change 
in the heavenly bodies. Sirius, for in- 
stance, is said to have changed from 
red to white, and some have suspectec 
that Arcturus is fading from red toward 
yellow. 
• 


Thus, science, as it clears up" one 


mystery, reveals another awaiting its 
turn to be solved. But if all knowl- 
edge could ever be attained, would it 
continue to be sought as eagerly as be 
fore?

WHY THE MONUMENT IS THERE. 


Th« Story of Maj. Dad* and HI» Br«.v« 


Companion!. 


Many visitors to West Point have 


wondered what was represented by a 
handsome monument of Italian marble, 
inscribed "Bade and His Command.' 
The story is not told, or only casually 
referred to, in the popular histories, 
and the shaft tells nothing of the gal- 
lant deeds of those whom it commemo- 
rates. It is a fluted column of artistic 
design, surmounted by an eagle, from 
whose beak descends a wreath which 
gracefully entwines it. The base is 
square, the slabs bearing the names 
and inscription being separated by 
miniature camion, over which numer- 
ous stars are placed at appropriate in- 
tervals. The names of the officers who 
fell with Bade are inscribed on the 
slabs. But no hint is given of what 
they did, or when and where they fell. 


The thrilling episode is worth re- 


calling, says the Kuiialo Commercial, 
especially as it occurred just fifty-nine 
years ago, or, to be precise, on the 28th 
of December, 1835. 
Maj. Bade and a 


detachment of one hundred and seven- 
teen United States troops were within 
a few'days' march of Fort King, Flor- 
ida, when .they were surprised and mas- 
sacred bv over oue thousand Seminole 
Indians! The men were rejoicing at 
having almost reached the end of a 
long and tedious march, and were look- 
ing forward to celebrating the. New 
Year with their comrades at Fort 
King. They were suddenly attacked 
by the savages hi overwhelming num- 
bers and slaughtered without mercy. 
Three only survived to tell the story. 
An exploration of the battlefield, made 
iu the following February, by order of 
Gen. Gaines, showed that the detach- 
ment had fought to the last extremity, 
and that each man had died at his post. 
The scene presented to the exploring 
part was an."awful, one. 
They buried, 


the bodies of eight officers and ninety- 
eight inen. and a small six-pounder can- 
non belonging to the command, which 
was left by the Indians, was placed 
vertically at the head of. the common 
grave, where it remained for many 
years.

The long-forgotten tragedy is com- 


memorated by the graceiul sliaf t on the 
banks of the Hudson, inscribed simply 
to "Bade and His Command." It was 
erected in 1S45.

According to Lady 
Orford Ms lordship objected to her tak- 
ing so many lumps of^ sugar for her 
tea."

Putty has --a variety of uses besides 
those already mentioned", and the very 
familiar one is setting glass. Brown 
putty is used to point brown-stone 
buildings and putty

foundries. 
Plumbers 
use 
putty. 


Sometimes scene painters reduce it 
and put it on canvas to paint over. 
There are three or lour putty manu- 
factories in New York and Brooklyn. 
A single firm of manufacturers in this 
city has sold more than seventeen thou- 
sand tons in a year. These seem like 
large figures, but they are less surpris- 
ing from the fact that there few articles 
of more common use.
